resume work on January 2, when it 
is expected a number of those who 
have been idta for the past few weeks 
will be put back to work. 


Frisco Shops Also Closed. 
Springfield, Mo., Dec. 18. —Bulle­ 
tins were posted in the three 'Fris- 
'^o shops announcing that, effective 
Dec. 16, the company would lay off 
about 75 per cent of the employes 
t* the shops until Jan. 2, 1912.

Miss Ruby Ellison gave a delightful 
solo, and the pastor, Rev. Grant A. 
Robbins, gave an address on “Flor­ 
ence Nightingale.” 
A large and ap­ 
preciative audience was present. Aft­ 
er giving the early life of Miss Night­ 
ingale, including her travels and edu­ 
cation, the minister said in part; 
* In 1854 a great eastern question 
arose that involved Thigland in .'a 
great war. 
Russia had been pressing 
down on Turkey, and all Europe was 
i alarmed at its aggression. Czar Nich- 
|olas had even asked England to join 
him in the partitioning of Turkey and 
the dividing of the spoils. 
“England 
bitterly 
resented 
this. 
This caused a close alliance to be 
formed between England and France, 
and they declared war against Rus­ 
sia. 
Russia responded by declaring 
war against the allied forces. 
The 
war really took place in and about 
Crimea, a small peninsula extending 
from the low qr.part of Russia into 
the Black sea. Most of us are famil­ 
iar with the names of Alma. Sevasta- 
pol and Balaklava. 
“The battle which took place at 
Balaklava was famous because cf the 
charge of the Light Brigade. You re­ 
member Tennyson wrote about It so 
strongly In that poem, ‘The Charge 
of the Light Brigade.* That was one 
of the battles of this war which lasted 
during the years 1854-55. The English 
soldiers fought well. 
But they were 
flying, not from the wounds of the 
battle, but from lack of care -and from 
disease. 
They were dying for want 
of food and medicine and clothing, 
when these thmgp were lying in sight 
of them, but were held there by mis­ 
management end because of the folly 
of too much red tape. 
- “The soldiers had been compelled 
to lie in the water, which was some­ 
times a foot deep in their tents. Some 
times in the open in the trenches, 
freezing in. the snow. 
Cholera was 
raging among them, while the reme­ 
dies were in the holds of the vessels.

after her arrival the battle of Inker­ 
man was fought, and wounded sol­ 
diers came in until every a m a b le 
inch was occupied. 
Soldiers lay in 
the very clothes in which they were 
wounded, matted with blood and cov­ 
ered with vermin and unspeakable 
filth. 
Many were laid on the floor 
waiting for some one to die, perhaps 
of cholera, anil they would be imme­ 
diately put on their bunks.

“Florence Nightingale had charge, 
not only at Scutari, but of seven oth­ 
ers which it w*as necessary to build 
because of the ravages of that terrible 
war., And immediately things began 
to change. 
Provision was made for 
the men to * e washed. 
The accom­ 
panying ships she had ordered to be 
filled with things necessary to a hos­ 
pital. consequently the men were pro­ 
vided with a change of clothing. 
“A kitchen was forthwith construct­ 
ed, and suitable food was cooked, so 
that beef tea and chicken broth w*ere 
served by kindly hands. The red tape 
by which she was hampered gave way 
to her superior will, and order came 
out of chaos, and by her firm, sensible 
and kindly spirit she soon came to be 
the ruling po.ver of the hospital. 
“She was loved by all. She spared 
not herself in this awful fight against 
disease. She stood for twenty hours 
in twenty-four on several occasions, 
without rest or complaint. 
On one 
occasion she was seen at 2 in the 
morning writing a few words to the 
mother of a dying soldier. 
AU had 
forsaken him, but this angel of mercy 
knew that was his last night, and 
caught his last loving words to give 
to those at home. This was a com­ 
mon custom. 
“She was often seen at pight, after 
others had retired, going through the 
hospital, carrying her lamp, to see if 
any of the poor fellows needed spe­ 
cial help or were liable to die before 
the morning, and was given the name. 
‘The lady of the lamp.* Often the sick 
soldiers Would kiss the shadow that 
fell across their couch.**
